Hto  claims 
to  fame  In  t>»te  direction  were  estab- 
lished soon  after   he   was  appotated 
supertotendent  of  tha  Agim  XJItper  Air 
(.1  .     itorv    It  was  there  that  he  or- 
nani/ed  and  carried  on  elaborate  at- 
mospheric obaervatlMM  and  tasearchas  I 
which  have  ^Md  prophetic  results  ft 
used  home-inlrile  kites  and  balloons  s(  ni 
up  to  a  height  of  eight  aad  tan  miles. 
What  he  has  dlsrover»«d  bv  these  means 
has  fiT«*»'H  him  to  forecast  tlie  Win- 
ter rains  hi  Northern  India,  to  a  man- 
ner which.

Never  yet  has  the  pfoDbecy 
proved  wrong,  though  the  quantity  of 
rain  Is  foretold  to  the  fraction  of  an 
Inrl       I  hi    forecasts  arr  not  yrt  pub- 
ll.shrd    brcaiise   Mr    Field   hn.s  always 
held  that  It  would  not  br  fair  to  Issue 
them  to  all  and  sundr.>  and  thus  to  en- 
courage aiplculturlsts  to  carry  nut  thrlr 
cropping  arrangements  according  to 
them,  until  records  have  been  eoUected 
and  proved  good  for  at  least  twenty 
successive  years.    Although  so  much 
has  been  discovered,  there  remains,  too, 
more  to  reveal     P'or  though  the  total 
amount  of  ram  for  rivr  months  ahead 
can  be  foretold,  its  dUtribution  as  re- 
gards time  and  area  cannot  yet  ac- 
curately be  pre-concetved.

CANADA'S  FOREMOST 
G£OGRAFU£R  HONORED

MONTREAL.  May  26.— A  remarkable 

claim  for  a  Canadian  explorer,  of 
whom  the  pubbc  has  heard  very  little, 
was  made  here  thl.s  afternoon  by  J  H 
Tyrrell,  of  Toronto,  at  the  unveiling 
by  BIT  Frederick  WilUam-s-Taylor  of  a 
memorial'  to  David  Thompson,  at  the 
Mount  Royal  Cemetery,  which  has 
been  erected  by  the  Histortoal  Society 
of  Canada.  Mr.  Tyrrell,  whose  stand- 
ing as  a  t;foloKW  and  geographic  ex- 
plorer Ls  unique  a.niong  Canadians, 
declared  that  I>avid  Thompson,  whose 
body  has  for  seventy  years  lain  name- 
less In  the  ftave  by  which  he  was 
standing,  was  not  only  the  foremost 
csnadian  geogrMiber.  but  the  greatest 
land  geographer  the  werld  has  pro- 
duced. 

Thompson  covered  about  half  a  mil- 
lion square  miles  of  United  States 
territory,  including  the  source-s  of  Uic 
Mississippi,  before  any  American 
scientist  ever  took  an  obsenraUon  in 
Northern  Minnesota.  The  Tyrrell  as- 
sertion, therefore,  may  not  esolte  as 
much  dispute  in  the  United  States  as 
It  might  otherwi.se  do  Kven  SO,  the 
people  who  like  to  think  that  every 
most  notable  thing  in  a  me  m  a  be 
Idngi  to  the  south  of  the  tie 
be  expeeted  to  enter  a  caveat  against 
so  much  eminence  being  conferred 
upon  so  apparently  obscure  a  man. 
David  Thompson  is  not  named  in  so 
vast  an  e.hh' e  cif  luiinan  knowledge 
as  the  Encyclopedi.i  I'.nttanlca. 

Experts  in  the  united  States  may 
claba  that,  although  Thompson  ex- 
plored in  the  mounUin  states  <rf  Itoa- 
tana.  Idaho,  Washington  aiMl  Orcgeo, 
his  work  Is  outranked  by  the  explor- 
ations of  th»«  Lewis  and  Clark  expedi- 
tion. It  crossed  from  St.  Louis  to  As- 
toria and  back  again  .several  years  be- 
fore Thompson  appeared  in  the  Valley 
of  the  Columbia,  fabled  great  river  of 
the  West. 

FIELD  A  VAST  ONE 
But,  aside  from  the  extent  of  .sclen- 
tinc  geographical  work  done  by  a 
great  govenuaeat  expedition  in  com- 
parison with  that  of  a  kme  fur  trader 
in  the  Pacific  hintertaads,  there  is 
somKhing  more  tremendous  to  the 
credit  of  the  Canadian  geographer 
which  puts  Lewis  and  Clark  in  the 
shade  This  is.  Irom  the  point  of 
scientific  achievement,  as  reekoned 
this  afternoon  by  so  expert  a  geogra- 
pher as  Mr.  Ty^reU.  They  began  at 
St.  Louis,  on  the  Mlseouri,  in  the  mid- 
dle of  the  continent.  Our  geographer 
surveyed  routes  all  the  way  from  Hud- 
son nay  to  where  the  Columbia  rides 
the  I'aclflc  tide;  and  all  the  way  from 
Montreal  to  the  same  plate  The 
range  of  his  scientific  observatlon.s  Is 
not  even  approached  by  tliat  of  any 
other  explorer. 

From  churrhlll,  Tbompson  used,  as 
no  other  did  before  or  since,  a  hither- 
to unknown  route  to  L.»ln'  Athabar.Ua. 
by  way  of  the  Churrhlll  River  and 
Reindeer  I^ke.  the  Athabaska  River 
to  the  Athabaska  Pass;  and  a  descent 
of  the  Oanoe  River  to  the  Columbia 
and  down  it.  but  the  Oreat  Bend. 
Revelstoke  and  the  Arrowhead  Lakes 
to  the  United  States  boundary.  Then, 
having  Ijeronie  astronomer  to  the  Brlt- 
l.sh  Government,  and.  later  survey  to 
the  Oovernment  of  Upper  Canudn.  he 

completed  hi.s  sur.'e>  ot  .<  •  >i.iiiy  dif- 
ferent route  from  Lower  Canada  to 
the  far  OohunUa.

Mr.  Tyrrell  gave  .some  personal  m 
formation  about  the  great  geographer 
thaT  «i8^«iaH^r»ew  to  his  hearers 
For  one  thing  he  revealed  what  had 
never  been  heard  df  by  this  preeent 
generation.  Thompson  surveyed  many 
of  the  main  streets  of  Montreal  eighty-

Next  day  Thompson  was  tnisy  exam- 
ining the  Lewis  and  Clark  expedition 

on  the  I  ower  Columbia  and  then  part 
of  his  own  on  the  dav  after  his  son 
Henrv  wa.s  married  to  the  dauphler  of 
Town  Mijor  MacDonald  and  'ITiornp- 
.-...n  pr.wcii  l.^r  ;ht--ni  and  hr  I'-Tok  him- 
self to  his  Oregon  journals  again,  and. 
thank  Ood.  received  overdue  from 
the  Oovemment.  all  of  which  was  re- 
quired to  pay  debts.  On  the  26th  he 
walked  about  house-hunting,  and  the 
foUowing  day  at  the  same  fruitless  job. 
Then  he  wrote  to  Mr.  Moffatt,  M.P.. 
to  ask  the  Oovemor-Oenerml  to  notice 
his  .servlres,  and  at  night  made  thLs 
pitiful  entry.  "I  am  the  morrow 
.seventy -three  years  ol<!  h'l'  so  desti- 
tute that  I  have  not  wherewith  to  buy 
a  loal  nf  bread  May  the  pttW  Of  the 
Almighty  be  on  me." 

And  finallj^OB  his  birthday,  he  wrote 
these  meet  poignant  words  of  a  visit 
with  the  head  of  the  great  organlaa- 
tion  he  had  served  for  twenty-eight 
years  "Being  Invited  to  dinner  by  Sir 
iCreortre  .Snrp.on.  I  took  the  maps  of 
the  Iwiiindarv  line  with  me.  But  he 
did  not  want  l"  i.,'i\e  anvihing  for  them 
Returned  home  in  a  dark  rnirn  bad 
night" 

Mr.  Tyrrril.  besides  naming  Thompson 
the  greatest  of  land  geographers,  called 
him  the  Imperishable  ptospactar  for 
the  Canadian  Pacific  R^way  because

the  continent  by  routes  inter-^eeted  by 
the  transcontinental  railway  He  was,

OXFORD— <  By  Mall.)— Some  im- 
portant accessions  and  the  draetle 
treatment  of  "made-up"'  sculptures  In 
the  Randolph  Oallery  were  reviewed 
by  D.  G.  Hogarth,  keeper  of  the  Ash- 
moleen  Mueeum.  In  hkt  annual  report 
to  convocation.  The  report'etated  that 
he  and  Profemor  Beazley  (Uneota  and 
Mertnn  profes.sor  of  archaeology  and 
art  I  had  relegated  .some  of  the  worst 
members  of  the  collection  to  the  ba.se- 
ment.  and  many  modern  re.storation.s. 
ganecally  of  head.-;  and  arms,  had  been 
tMnoved  from  others.  The  whole  col- 
leetkM  had  been  arranged  in  nearer 
approach  to  chronological  sequence, 
and  unittghtly  wooden  pedeetals  had 
been  replaced  as  far  aa  poselMe  by 
ancient  clppl  and  altars  which  had 
found  their  way  info  the  basement. 

Some  more  decaplUtlons  aiMl  Inter- 
ehangee  had  still  to  be  done.  They 
had  to  choose  between  treating  this 
collection  either  (It  would  so  have  been 
treated  In  the  '^venteenth  and 
eighteenth  centuries'  a.s  primarily 
decorative  or  as  primarily  repre.senta- 
tlve.  however  imperfectly,  of  actual 
ancient  scuip  ure  i  have  no  hesita- 
tion." said  Dr.  Hogarth*  "in  choosing 
the  second  aHernattre  and  of  remov- 
ng  those  modem  addMens  which  (as. 
e  g .  on  our  ootaeeal  'Athena)  appeal 
more  strongly  to  the  eyt  ttaM  the  gan- 
uinely  anVique  parts."
